CHAPTER 61. 

[Published February 23, 1864.] 

AN ACT to amend chapter sixty-seven of the general laws of 1868, 
entitled "an act to amend chapter 117 of the revised stattPes, 
entitled of county courts,'" and to amend chapter fourteen of 
the general laws of the said year, entitled "an act to repeal chap-- 
ter three hundred and five of the general laws of 1861, entitled 
an act to increase the jurisdiction of the county court of Polk 

county." 

The people of the state of Wisconsin, represented in sen-
ate and assembly, do enact as follows : 

Amendment. 	SECTION 1. Section three of chapter fourteen of 
the general laws of eighteen hundred and sixty-three, 
entitled "an act to repeal chapter three hundred and 
five of the general laws of eighteen hundred and sixty- 
one, entitled' an act to increase the jurisdiction of the 
county court of Polk county,'" and section three of 
chapter sixty-seven of the general laws of eighteen 
hundred and sixty-three, entitled "an act to amend 
chapter one hundred and seventeen of the revised stat- 
utes, entitled 'of county courts,'" are hereby amend- 
ed, so that each of said sections shall read as follows : 

suit,  pent11n a "Section 3. All actions now pending in said county 
county court to 
be disposed of in court, under the jurisdiction vested therein by the act 

hereinbefore repealed, shall be tried or disposed of by 
the circuit court, in the same manner as they would 
have been if commenced in said circuit court ; and any 
judgments in any such actions, and any judgments 
heretofore entered in said coanty court under the ju-
risdiction aforesaid, shall be enforced by execution from 
the circuit court, in the same manner as in the case of 
judgments in actions commenced and prosecuted in the 

Prior Judgments circuit court. And all judgments, orders and proceed-

ege heretofore entered, made or taken in said county led by circuit 

court, under the jurisdiction aforesaid, and all the rec-
ords thereof, shall be subject to the control and juris-
diction of the circuit court, in the same manner and by 
the same mghoda as if suoh judgments, orders and pro-
ceedings had been originally entered, made or taken in 
the circuit court." 

SECTION 2. This act shall take effect and be in force 
from and after its passage and publication.
